Remedy for Profitecring. 

“There has been profiteering. It 
should be punished because it is 
wrong. But it is idle t@ look for such 
action for relief. This class profit 
by scarcity, but they do not cause it. 

“As everyone knows now, the dit- 
ficulty is caused by a scarcity of ma- 
terial, an abundance of money and 
insufficient production. The Gov- 
ernment must reduce the amount of 
money. as fast as it can without cur- 
tailing necessary credits. Produc- 
tion must be increased. 

“One of the chief hindrances to 
production is lack of adequate rail- 
road facilities. Transportation must 
be re-established. 

“There must be a different public 
attitude toward industry, a larger 
comprehension for the interdepend- 
ence of capital, management and la- 
bor, .and better facilities for 
prompt and reasonable adjustment of 
industrial disputes. 

“The farmers need an enlarged 
power of organization whereby the 
original producer may profit to a 
larger degree by the high prices paid 
for his produce by the ultimate con- 
sumer, and at the same time decrease 
the cost of food.
